At the meeting last week Mr. Kinsdale, 
deputy city auditor, who is also a mem- 
ber of Centennial Church, asked that 
Mr. Hastings be heard. Tho laiDter gen- 
tleman took the floor and announced 
that there was no kind o.f trouble ex- 
cept financial ones. He disclaimed, any 
personal feeling in tihe matter. 
The meeting tonight was called by 


the pastor to advise with his people in 
regard to the call which the congrega- 
tion extended to him mo-re than a year 
ago. The call passed through the hands, 
of the Presbytery and was tendered to 
Dr. Ellis December, 18H5, and at his re 
quest he was permitted to hold it fo: 
consideration. He 'has upon several oc 
oasions declined to be installed, as h< 
said, because he feared the congrega 
tion was not strong enough to bear th 
strain of expense as incurred by th 
terms of the call.

"These figures cannot be bettered by 


any outside church in the State," said 
Dr. Ellis. The deficit that exists could

The trouble is 
that there is too much whispering in 
the church and some people are contin- 
ually gossiping, but refuse to come out 
openly and state their grievances." 


A leading member of t'he Centennial 


Church said today: "Considering the

SHOE EYELETS. 


Onejof the New Things That Arc 


Sold by the Millon. 


There are many things that are uold 


•by the gross, and not a few that are cold 
by the thousand, but there are not 
many that are sold by the 
million. 


Among the thinss that arc so sold 
however, are shoe eyelets. 


Shoe eyelets are made of brass, by 


machines whose operation is almost en- 
tirely automatic. Three or four ma- 
chines are required to produce the eye- 
let In the form in which it is sold, the 
brass be(ng fed )nto the 
ftrs(. ^, 


in thin, flat strips. As sold to the shoe 
manufacturer, 
the eyelet is turned 


as mVnh°ne end °nly' Tne eyc'ets look 
as much as^anything like so many lit- 
tle hats with narrow brims and with- 
out any tops in. the crowns. The up- 
per end of the crown, whch is like the 
end of a little cylinder, is put throueh 
thBi eyelet hole in the shoe, the nnisli- 
pr flange of the eyelet resting 
the leather ujjon the outs:de. 
After the eyelet has thus been put in 
Place its inner end is turned down upon 
the leather by a machine made for that 
purpose. In the manufacture of the 
eyelets a number of very slight verti- 
cal indentions are made at equal dis- 
tances apart in the outside of the eye- 
VlrV, a''°Jirld the smooth, straight end. 
When the shoe machine smashes down 
the ,nner side of the eyelet the metal

Evelets are made of various sizes in 
diameter and of various 
lengths of 
shank or cylinder, according to fhe 
thickness of the material with which 
they are to be used; and after they 
come from the machines they are lin- 
shed in great variety. 
Some are fin- 


ished 
white—these are silver-plated- 
some are gilt finished and some ure 
coppered. Eyelets are 
Japanned in 


JJlack or in various shades of russet- 
they are, In fact, made in any size and 
of any color that may be deaired. Soon- 
er or later the japanning wears off, ex- 
posing the brass. There are now mode 
shoe eyelets that are covered with cel- 
luloid, which keeps their color, 
but 


these are much more expensive than 
the kinds commonly used. 


Shoe eyelets are packed in boxes con- 
taining 1,000, 10,000, 250,000 and 
COO 000 
each. Eyelets of the kinds most com- 
monly used are sold, according to size 
and styles, at prices ranging from .{60 
to $135 a million. Same of the celluloid- 
covered eyelets sell for as much as $.300 
a million. 


The sale of shoe eyelets depends, of 
course, somewhat upon the prevailing 
style of shoe. When button shoes s.re 
more generally worn not so many shoe 
eyelets are sold, but the number Bold ta 
always very large. 


Eyelets are made for a wide variety 


of uses, up to the great eyelets that are 
sewed into the corners of sails, through 
which the sail is lashed to the end of 
the boom or yard. Taking them all to- 
gether the number is enormous; of shoe 
evolets alone 
there are 
sold in tbis

THAT NEW RULE. 


The Full Text of the Registration 


Lnw Which Touches Amateurs. 


As there are many amateur athletes 


who ilo not understand the new rule 
for registration which has caused so 
much talk, it is here given in full: 


On and after March 1, 1879. in no 


meeting, game or entertainment that 
has been sanctioned or scheduled by 
the Amateur Athletic Union or any of 
its branches as an open athletic meet- 
ing shay an athlete's entry be accepted 
unless ^e shall have received trom the 
'Secretaiy of the Amaleur Athletic Un- 
ion a numbered certificate of registra- 
tion, stating that he is an amateur and 
eligible to compete in amateur sports. 


"The provisions of this paragraph do 


not ripply to events that are 'closed', i. 
e., open only to members of the organ- 
isation giving the said games. 


"All 
organizations giving open games 


or competitions under Amateur Ath- 
letic Union rules and sanction must 
state on their announcements and en- 
try 
blanks 
that no entries to open 


events 
can he accepted except from 


registered athletes. 
"Each athlete applying for registra- 


tion and receiving same shall l>e as- 
signed a number, which number shall 
be plainly -written on his registration 
certificate. Managers of all open ath- 
letic meetings must leave a space on 
their entry blanks for recording the 
name and number of each registered 
athlete who enters. 


"All 
applications 
for registration 
must be accompanied by a $1 fee and 
endorsed by the secretary of tine club 
of which said applicant is a member 
and approved by the secretary of 1he 
Union Association within whose juris- 
diction

"All regiatratlons shall expire on the 
last day of February of each year. 


"A Registration Committee, consist- 


ing of not less thar- three or more than 
seven governors, shall be appointed at 
each annual meeting of the Board of 
Governors, whose duties it shall be 'to 
receive, examine and decide- upon all 
applications for registration. Infringe- 
ments upon the intent of registration 
sha:i 
be decided by the Reg-istra-iion 


Committee. The decision of the Reg- 
istration 
Committee shall be final in 


all cases, and subject to appeal only 
to the Board of Governors. 


"The 
Registration Committee shall 
file with the secretary of the Amateur 
Athletic Union the rames of all ath- 
letes registered and all details in con- 
nection thereto.

At the close of his semrtwi last Sun- 


day night, Dr Ellis referred to the trou-

The leader of the opposition to the 


pastor la Elder F S. Hastings, who Is

to the 
church 
eighteen 


months ago. Although Mr. Hastings 
has been reported in several interviews 
as sajriug many bitter things about Dr. 
Ellis, he has not read any of thse 
things at meetings of th» Presbytery 
At the meeting last week Mr Kinsdale, 
deputy citj auditor, who is also a mem- 
ber of Centennial Church, asked that 
Mr Hastings, be heard The latter gen- 
tleman took the floor and announced 
that there was no kind of trouble ex- 
cept financial ones He disclaimed any 
personal feeling in the matter 


The meeting tonight was called by 
the pastor to advise -with his people in 
regaid to the call which the congrega- 
tion extended to him more Uian. a year 
ago. The call passed tlhrough the hands 
of the Presbytery and was tendered to 
Dr Ellis Dec*mbei, 18%, and at his re- 
queat he was permitted to hold it for 
consideration He has upon several oc- 
casions dec! ned to be installed, as he 
said, because he feared the congrega-

It is gen- 
erally supposed that camphor, pepper, 
inaect powders and tar paper, will keep 
the moth from infesting an 
article. 


These compounds, however, will not 
prevent them from going therflk. There 
is no article more likely to be ruined 
by moths than furs. The miller fas- 
tens its eggs at the root of the hair, 
as the best food is close to the skin, 
so that when the worm makes its ap- 
pearance it eats at once, ruining an ar- 
ticle in a very short time. The only 
radical ana positive method to eradi- 
cate moths ia by a dry air process, 
which kills them ana'their eggs, where- 
ever they may be.—New York Times.

SHOE EYELETS. 


One^of tlie New Things That Are 


Sold by the BlilJon. 


There are many things that are sold 


by the- gross,andnota few that are sold 
by the thousand, but there are not 
many that are sold by the million. 
Among- the things that are so eold, 
however, are shoe eyelets. 


Shoe eyelets are made of brass, by 


machines whose operation is almost en- 
tirely automatic. Three or lour ma- 
chines are required to produce the eye- 
let in the form In which it is sold, the 
brass being fed Into the first machine 
m .hm, flat strips. As sold to the shoe 
manufacturer, the eyelet is turned 
clown at one end only. The eyelets look 
as much as-anything like so many lit- 
tle hats with narrow brims and with- 
out any tops in the crowns. The up- 
per end of the crown, whch is like the 
end of a little cylinder, is put through 
the eyelet hole in the shoe, the finish- 
ed brim or flange of the eyelet resting 
against the leather upon the outside. 
After the eyelet has thus been put in 
place its Inner end is turned down upon 
the leather by a machine made for that 
purpose. In the manufacture of the 
eyelets a number of very slight verti- 
cal indentions are made at equal dis- 
tances apart in the outside of the eye- 
let around the smooth, straight end 
When the shoe machine smashes down 
the inner side of the eyelet the metal 
parts at these indentations and is 
spread uniformaly, thus giving it a se- 
cure hold. 


Evelets are made of various sizes in 
diameter and of various 
lengths of 
shank or cylinder, according to the 
thickness of the material with which 
they are to be used; and after th«y 
come from the machines they are fin- 
ished in great variety. 
Some are fin- 


ished white—these are silver-plated; 
some are gilt finished and some are 
coppered. Eyelets are japanned in 
jDlack or in. various shades ol russet; 
they arc, in fact, made In any size and 
of any color that may be deaired. Soon- 
er or later the japanning wears off, ex- 
posing- the brass. There are now made 
shoe eyelets that are covered with cel- 
luloid, which keeps their color, 
but 
these are much more expensive than 
the kinds commonly used. 
Shoe eyelets are packed in boxes con- 
taining 1,000, 10,000, 250,000 and 
500,000 
each. Eyelets of the kinds most com- 
monly used are sold, according to size 
and styles, at prices ranging from J60 
to »135 a million. Some of the celluloid- 
covered eyelets sell for as much as $500 
a million. 
The sale of shoe eyelets depends, of 
course, somewhat upon the prevailing 
style of shoe. -When button shoes are 
more generally worn not so many shoe 
eyelets are sold, but the number sold Ss 
always very large. 
Eyelets are made for a wide variety 


of uses, up to the great eyelets that are 
sewed into the corners of sails, through 
which the sail is lashed to the end of 
the boom or yard. Taking them all to- 
gether the number is enormous; of shoe 
evelets alone there are 
sold in this 
country some thousands of millions an- 
nually.—New York Sun.

to salute the Turkish flag. Tlie Greek 
commander was also given to under- 
stand that the bombardment of Cacea, 
or the landing of troops would under 
no circumstances bs permitted. 


King 
George and bis ministers are 


now in perfect accord on the subject of 
the Cretan policy and a royal decree 
has been published to the effect that 
all availing Greek warships shall be 
put into commission and requiring that 
several of them.be ser,t to Crete with, 
the- least possible delay. 


The Conservative element In the leg- 


islative chamber is opposed to the .pol- 
icy of Seizing the island in defiance ot 
the Powers. They argue that Greece 
should not attempt to annex the island 
until she is assured of the support of 
someone 
of the great Powers. They 


claim, further, that Europe is not pre7 
pared to sanction anything that might 
serve to impel the Turkish problem to- 
ward solution at tins time. It is possi- 


ble, 
they assert, that the warships of 


other nations will cooperate in re-es- 
tablts'hing. 
if not maintaining peace, 


and that King George may be served 
•with, notice that he must not override 
the European guarantee of Turkish re- 
forms on the Island of Crete. On the 
other hand, the radical element insist 
that Crete should be annexed to Greece 
without delay, in spite of al! opposi- 
tion.

THE GREAT APPLE CROP. 


Fruit— The 
A Peonllurliy 
of the 


of tlio Crop. 


The largest of the estimates made a 


month ago of last year's enormous ap- 
ple crop on this continent have been 
more than verified as far as verifica- 
tion la possible. The crop was by far 
the greatest ever known. 
A peculiar- 


ity of many of the apples of this great 
crop Is that they have ripened after 
picking more rapidly than apples usu- 
•ally do. Many apples are as ripe now 
«s they ordinarily would be on March 
3,. and this condition of thing exists all 
over the United States and Canada. 
Greenings especially have ripened and 
iscalded so that it has bwn necessary 
•to crowd many of them on the market 
In advance of the time for which they 
•were held. For example, many green- 
ings that have been Held for February 
fcave been put cm the market and sold. 
The stock of apples in growers' and 
"Sealers' hands is still vury heavy, but 
the tremendous consumption, due to 
:the. great supply and lo%v prices, es- 
pecially in the west and southwest 
have eleaned up to a considerable de- 
gree the supplies put away last fall, 
*nd causeil a renewal o£ inquiry. There 
is said to be now a favorable prospect 
for a more satisfactory sale aii 'the re- 
mainder of the apples he-Ul throughout 
4h« country. 
Substantially the same state of af- 
Jalrs exists in Europe. There the ap- 
ple crop last fall was smaller than usu- 
al, but the exports to Europe 
from 


•American ports have been far- grenter 
than usual, and they have continued 
large; the markets there have been ov- 
erstocked at times, and some American 
shipments have resulted in loss to the 
shipper, the proceeds not covering the 
cost of shipment. Extremely low prices 
have, however, helped in Europe, 
as 
liere, to close up stocks, and there is 
now a renewed inquiry from the United 
Kingdom and from continental' ports. 
'A very extensive receiver and shipper 
of American apples said that this might 
result in such increase of shipments as 
to bring about amxther glut in Euro- 
pean markets; but It was thought that 
frf apples hardy enough to export the 
supplies remaining 
are r.ot s<j great 
'u to make it impossibe for European 
markets to take at reasonable prices 
the quantities that will be sent.

INMATES WHO READ AND WRITE 


Dictation Taken When Not a 


Character Can Be 


Seen. 


NUMBER OF BILLS ALLOWED. 


Move Made to Erect Some 


Buildings Badly 


Needed. 


There was a, meeting last night of the 


Board, of Directors of the Industrial 
Home of Mechanical Trades tor 
the 


Adult Blind at Temescal, at which 
there was present a quorum comprising 
Directors James, Coogan ana Hlrsh- 
berg. The superintendent of the Home, 
Colonel J. C. Hays was also present 
and volunteered such information as' 
•was required, by th-e directors on sub- 
jects -which came up for consideration. 


The chair was occupied by General 


N. T. James. Secretary Havens looked 
after the minutes. 


A bill for a type'writer was present- 


ee!, the same having been received from 
the superintendent of the California In- 
stitution for the Education of the Deaf 
and the Dumb and the Blind at Berke- 
ley. 


Colonel Hays explained that it had 


been, bought at the same figure which 
It, had cost when purchased by the 
Berkeley institution. The colonel also 
explained that this type writer was a 
desideratum in the institute because il 
was a means of educating thn blind In- 
mates how to work the contrivance and 
thus place within their reach a means 
of making a livelihood. 


THE BLIND WRITE. 


At thin stage of the proceedings, the 


meeting assumed an informal charact- 
er, and, during the inturegnum in the 
transaction of business, both the sup- 
erintendent and General James improv- 
ed the opportunity to tell how wonder- 
fully adept some of the inmates had be- 
come not only in handling the type 
writer, but In taking oral 
dictation, 
such as might be done by a stenograph- 
er. The system of phonetic dictation 
employed by the Inmates is radically 
different from that used by short-hand 
writers who use pencils and ruled pages 
expraesly provided for their work. In- 
stead, the blind stenographer has be- 
fore him or her a small black instru- 
ment, which, at first glance, appears 
to be nothing more than a child's toy 
piano. It is about eighteen inches long 
and six inches in height. On the front 
are half a dozen black keys like those 
of the sharps and flats on a piano key- 
board, and these, responding to pres- 
sure 
from 
the 
manipulator, 
sink 
through holes in a white surface, the 
length of the machine. 


Midway between either extremity is 
*. metallic key .like -that of a telegraph 
Instrument. The pressure on these keys 
operates the mechanician! within some- 
what after the style of a type writing 
machine. On the back of the machine, 
there IB a contrivance by means of 
which a sheet of paper may be inserted 
as is done In a type writer. After the 
paper has been Introduced and a key is 
pressed down, the- paper is perforated 
as If with a pin, the location of the per- 
foration and the number of the holes 
depending- on the key or keys which 
have been pressed upon. 
The blind 
stenographer seats himself or* herself 
before this machine and, as the dicta- 
tion is carried on, plays with the fing- 
ers upon the keys, and perforations, as 
a consequence are made on the paper. 
Every one of these perforations goes 
to -make up a letter or symbol of the 
alphabet for the blind.. They are unin- 
telligible to the uninitiated, and they 
are read by those who have.lost their 
eight by passing the fingers 'over the 
sharp points of the projections. -Thus 
the ideas and characters are brought 
to the minds of the blind person, and 
he or she is able to read the dictation in 
punctures with as. much ease almost 
as does a person who has not been de- 
prived of the blessing of sight.. 
This method of taking, dictation by 
blind people is really.an employment 
the old nlphabit and style of taking 
dictation and reading in a modern ma- 
chine which does away with the stylus 
and tin framework formerly employed. 


.BLIND TYPE WRITERS. . "• 


After the blind are taught to take 


dictation anti to read in this manner, 
they are taught to write the same on 
a type writer, and this they do with 
as much facility as do those who have 
not lost the use of their eyes. 


General James gave proof of this fact, 


In a sheet of brown :paper which was 
full of tiny perforations, like pin-holes. 
The general explained that the- holes 
represented characters of the 
blind 
reading alphabet and words constitut- 
ing of a couple of sentences which he 
had dictated. These same sentences 
were translated and appeared in the 
form of a letter addressed to Governor 
Budd which, ommi ting the formal style 
of address, read as. follows:, 
"1 take pleasure in inclosing to you 
a sample of shorthand written by the 
blind. 


"The translation of this (the perfora- 
tions on the brown aheet): is verbatim 
of this, sheet, the same having been dic- 
tated by me .with the exception of the 
flrst two lines which are the' alphabet." 
This letter was signed by General 
James. As a piece of type writing it 
•was as perfect as could have been done 
ty an expert with deft fingers and the 
•harpist eyesight. It was really an 
excellent evidence of the efficiency of 
the training and the aim as the chair- 
man expressed it. of the directors-to 
make the home an educational as well 
as an industrial training school. In this 
•way, he said the board hoped to do 
good to the inmates and at the same 
time secure the appropriation from the 
Federal Government which is-allowed 
to institutions which educate the Wind. 


TRANSFER FOR NOTHING. 


The directors then resumed the con- 


sideration of home matters. 
-A :bill 


Irom a certain bank of $3.20 charged 'for 
bringing money from' Sacramento was 
rejected on the ground that the direct- 
ors intended when they discontinued 
the employment of TV'elis, Fargo & Co. 
its their messenger ofetween the -State 
treasury arid this city, they had been 
promised that they would save the cost 
of transmission "of money backward 
and -forward.

The amount of the 
original bill allowed, after a deduction 
for bad corn had been made, was also 
garnisheed. Finally there was a stipu- 
lation set on foot as to how much 
should be paid for the second load, and. 
the amount agreed upon has been plac- 
ed in bank and may be reached at any 
time. 
"When the Controller writes in 
the premises, the directors will know 
"how to act with regard to the endorsed 
warrant.

The directors then talked in a desul- 


tory manner about the necessity of new 
buildings in connection with the Home, 
Messrs. James and I-Iirshberg asserted 
that fully one hundred more inmates 
could be immediately (riven admission 
to the Home and the cost of the State 
would not be greater than it is at the 
present time. The directors have ask- 
ed the State for an appropriation of 
$30,000 for new buildings and 'say that I 
if the "amount is .allowed they will be! 
able to do a great deal more work with! 
no greater biennial appropriation from I 
the State than Is now allowed. On this 
subject, General :James has the follow- I 
ing. .to say in his .report to Governor 
Budd: 


"Our accommodations are taxed to 


the- utmost, and, while we have not 
another available place for an inmate, 
we have on hancl, at present, about 
forty applications, and would, undoubt- 
edly, have many more were it not a 
well-known fact that we are already 
overcrowded. Accommodations for in- 
mates are so -limited that 
only one 
hundred' can be accommodated, 
and 
that only by doubling up in a manner 
which is opposed to the best hysienic 
arrangements and the best morals of 
the in-mates. Four hundred inmates 
could be accommodated with buildings 
of such a character, as to permit it, at 
a very little additional expense. There 
would be no increase in the expense 
of management, and very little in- 
crease in the expense of maintenance; 
and it is eamestly recommended that 
an appropriation be granted for' the 
purpose of building a brick dormitory 
on the south side of the grounds, cap- 
able of accommodating 
two hundred 
inma-ies, and •«. hospital building • of 
brick, to be located on the southwest 
corner of the lot belonging to the State, 
containing four wards, an apothecary- 
shop, a kitchen for the sick, and a room 
for the use of nurses. This can be done 
at an expense not to exceed $25,000; and 
will be necessary it, at any time, a fire 
should occur and destroy the old frame 
buildings, which are. now a constant 
menace to life ana must soon, through 
decay, be replaced by others." 
The directors intend going 
to Sac- 
ramento soon to see how the matter of 
the appropriation 
both for the new 


building and the maintenance of the 
Home stands.

who do not understand the new rule 
for registration which has caused so 
much talk, it is here given in full: 


On and after March 1, 1879. in. no 


meeting, game or entertainment tha.t 
has been sanctioned or scheduled by 
the Amateur Athletic Union or any of 
its branches as an open athletic meet- 
ing shay an athlete's entry be accepted 
unless ife shall have received from the 
'Secretary of the Amateur Athletic Un- 
ion a numbered certificate of registra- 
tion, stating that he is an amateur and 
eligible to compete in amateur sports. 
"The provisions of this paragraph do 


not apply to events that are 'closed', 1. 
e., open only to members of the organ- 
isation giving the said games. 


"All 
organizations giving open games 
or competitions under Amateur Ath- 
letic Union rules and sanction must 
state on. their announcements and en- 
try 
blanks 
that no entries; to open 
events 
can be accepted except from 
registered athletes. 
"Each athlete applying for registra- 
ion and receiving same shall be- as- 
signed a number, which number shall 
be plainly written on his registration 
:ertifieate. Managers of all open ath- 
etic meetings must leave a space on 
their entry blanks for recording the 
name and number of each registered 
athlete who enters. 
"All. applications 
for registration 
must be accompanied by a ?1 fee and 
endorsed by the secretary of tihe club 
of which said applicant is a member 
approved by the secretary of the 


Union Association within whose Juris- 
diction 
said club is located. Should 


:he applicant for registration net be 
a member of an athletic club, he must 
procure the endorsement of three repu- 
:able citizens of the locality in which 
-j resides .and the approval of the sec- 
retary of the Union Association with- 
n whose jurisdiction his place of resi- 
dence is located." 
"From the fee of one dollar paid by 


each athlete for registration one-half 
shall be diverted to the treasury of the 
Amateur Athletic Union and one-half 
to the treasury of the Association from 
which: the athlete registers. 


"All registrations shall expire on the 
last day of February of each year. 
."A Registration Committee, consist- 
ng of not less than three or more than 
seven governors, shall be appointed at 
each annual meeting, of the Board of 
Governors, whose duties it shall be 'to 
receive, examine and decide upon all 
applications for registration. Infringe- 
ments upon the intent of registration 
sha'-l 
be decided by the Registration 
Committee. The decision of the Reg- 
istration' Committee shall he final in 
all cases, and subject to appeal only 
to the Board of Governors. 


"The 
Registration Committee stall 
file with the secretary of the Amateur 
Athletic Union the r.ames of all ath- 
letes registered and all details in con- 
nection thereto. 
"An athlete's num-ber shall be con- 
sidered cancelled when he fails to pay 
his fee -within sixty days after it is 
due, 
or if he fails to enter into compe- 
tition for a period of one year, unless 
for good reasons special permission be 
given him to retain his number. 
"The registration fee shall be for one 
year and be paid annually in advance. 


"It shall be the duty of the secretary 


of the Amateur Athletic Union to fur- 
nish to the secretary of each of the dif- 
ferent Associations from time to time, 
a printed list of all registered numbers 
names and addresses and duplicate 
lists shall be forwarded to the handi- 
cappers of each Association.
